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tary system as a matter of course; following this are our rail- 
roads and other transportation facilities, the prevention of con- 
trol by sections and companies and the question which is now 
so much concerning the United States—the proper management 
of all sources of disiribution. The question of obtaining new 
fruits by combination or otherwise is an important one with the 
Agricultural Department, and its results will considerably affect 
the canned goods industry. That business has more than once 
gotten to its current limit of production or rather of con- 
sumption. 
now it is nearly a quarter of a century since there was a glut in 
all of the great staples, the industry is once facing the probiem 
of keeping all the factories employed without overdoing the 
supply. 

The adaptation of new fruits and vegetables to the canning 
house would naturally be the answer to the problem and packers 
are undoubtedly willing to take up new ideas on old articles so 
as to put them on the market. Since the last great oversupply, 
about twenty years ago, canning houses have managed to supply 
the market with several large amounts of special stuff. Thus 
the canning of sauer kraut, beets, spinach, hominy and baked 
beans have all assumed large proportions; but it has been 
noted while a purely vegetable article has been increasing in the 
class of supplies, fruits have not been doing quite so well. 
Pineapples, of course, have kept steadily forward and the de- 
mand increases as rapidly as the supply. can be increased. 
Peaches hold their own very well and apples bid fair to be pre- 
pared almost entirely in the canning house, to the advantage of 
the housekeeper. In small fruits, however, the market has not 
been gaining; but public taste will turn that way again, and 
when the canners give special attention to the quality and 
economy in using these things, fruits will come to the front 
once more. 

Just at present because there is more or less of a scarcity in 


Time has, however, cured that evil, and although 


the staple fruits the market gives evidence of increasing demand 
for the finer small fruits. The more excellent qualities of the 
spring berries are in very fair demand; there is also quite a call 
for cherries, and it is evident that the call is general from a 
study of the conditions of the market. 

The call for peas is fairly good for the season, and the indi- 
cations are that there will be an excellent market for 1907 peas 
next season. Just at present there is no notable change in their 
value: but New York reports an inclination on the part of buy- 
ers to place orders for futures. 

Corn also holds its own without change, and this is as much 
as can be expected of it. The knowledge has become general 
that there is a very heavy carrying of corn, and it is predicted 
that a large lot of it will have to be sacrificed before the new 
pure food law shuts down on it. This does not mean that it is 
not good food, but it means that it will not comply with the 
strict requirements of the law; it also means that corn prices will 
rule low until much of this carry over is wiped out. 

The demand for cove oysters has fallen off slightly since 
Thanksgiving day and they are quoted about 2%c. cheaper. 
This is probably because the raw supply is less drawn upon than 
it has been. It is freely said that a severe winter will unquest- 
ionably greatly increased prices; but it is evident to all at present 
that we are having no severe winter weather as yet. Standard 
5 oz. are quoted’ at g5c.; 10 0z. $1.75c.; 4 0z. at 87% to goc.; and 
8 oz. at $1.60. 

In fruits peaches are slightly higher for seconds, No. 3 
seconds white being quoted at $1.20 to $1.25, and yellow at $1.30. 
Pineapples show no change. No. 2 standards E. & C. or not 
are quoted at goc. No. 2 grated in syrup $1.20; No. 2 extra 
standard sliced E. & C. $1.30; selected in heavy syrup $1.45; 
grated, selected, heavy syrup, $1.50; fancy grated $1.80; No. 2 
pie grated in light syrup, 50c.; No. 3 pie grated light syrup, 70c; 
gallon pie grated in light syrup, $1.90.

Tomatoes have made a slight advance during the week, and 
it is now becoming apparent that the wholesale buyers deferred 
too long in loading up for their own wants and it is recognized 
that there is in the market a very light supply for the length of 
time to cover. No. 3 standards are quoted at 92%c. to 95c.; 
seconds at goc. to 92%c.; No. 2 at 80c. to 82%c., and seconds at 
72%%c. to 75c.; standari gallons, $3.60 to $3.75. The indica- 
tions are that the growers’ prices on tomatoes will be higher 
next season than this, as the farmers are again becoming con- 
vinced that their crops are worth more than they have been get- 
ting for them. Such a condition always precedes high prices 
for futures in February, and the farmer always calculates that 
he is entitled to an advance with any increase in price that may 
occur in the market. The packer will, therefore, have an excell- 
ent opportunity next spring to study the intricacies of the mar- 
ket between higher production prices and careful buyers who do 
not wish to be again left in calculating for their needs. 

The market for cans rules steady on the prices as quoted by 
the American Can Co., but independent prices have been ad- 
vanced about 5o0c. per thousand on each size. The price of cans, 
however; for the early part of the year depends upon the prices 
of tin plates and other metals, and it is not at all certain what these 
will be. An advance in the value of tin plates would naturally 
bring increased prices for cans, and with the present high 
charges for pig tin, any further advance in that article will in- 
crease the cost of tin plates. At present there are no changes to 
report in either pig tin or pig lead.

NEW YORK MARKET. 


NrEw York, Dec. 12.—Business is a little more active since 
the Thanksgiving holidays passed. There is a revival already 
under way and the Christmas trade promises to be fully as good 
as Thanksgiving. All canned goods men are more or less handi- 
capped by the fact that leading varieties are scarce and it is 
almost impossible to get enough to satisfy the regular demand. 
Were there any stucks procurable sales would be heavier and 
conditions would improve in some direetions, at least. The 
revival of business which is coming with the New Year will be 
likely to clean up everything procurable. Well-informed men | 
are already beginning to figure on the possibility of a shortage 
before the next packing season begins. 

Tomatoes.—Occasional sales of car lots of standard 3s are 
about all that are reported. Jobbers who fear that they will 
run short are already looking around for supplies, and supplies 
which can be bought at a bargain Few bargains are obtainable 
since packers have full confidence in the situation. One local 
wholesale grocer finds that he has more than are needed for his 
own requirements and has taken his profits on a quick turnover 
of 5,000 cases at 95c. delivered. Some business has been done 
in 1905 tomatoes ex-warehouse, New York, at 95%4c. delivered, 
which cleaned up the block offered. One lot of 2,500 cases of 
these goods were distributed among several buyers. Standard 
2s are strong at 8oc. f. o. b. and offered sparingly at that. 
Gallons are unobtainable, excepting from second hands, and 
these interests have few to spare. 

Peas.—More or less inquiry is reported for future peas, but 
not much actual business has come to the surface. A number 
of prominent Western packers have sold about all they care to 
sell in advance of the pack, but others are prepared to accept 
additional orders on the basis of last year’s opening prices.

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There is a steady demand for spot peas, but owing to limited 
supplies within buyers’ I‘mits, business is restricted. 

Corn.—The market is quiet, but the situation is unchanged. 
Conditions are substantially unchanged, though there is a little 
more demand noted for State standards at 65c. 

Rhubarb.—Gallons have advanced 4oc. above opening 
prices. Philadelphia has been buying here, taking everything 
obtainable up to $2.85 and now Chicago is in this market for 
supplies. One sale of 100 cases was made to go to Chicago at 
$3.00, and it is said that nothing can now be obtained below 
$3.25 for spot goods. 

Fruits.—The situation is strong, with little stock of any 
variety obtainable on the spot. Buyers who are in desperate 
need of goods are obliged to look to second hands for them, and 
they have little to offer. The Coast market is bare, the only 
variety obtainable peing apricots, in standard and extra stand- 
ard grades. ; 

Salmon.—The market is firm under limited offerings. Red 
Alaska is held at $1.05 and pinks are firm at goc. 

Sardines.—An unusually good demand is reported, due to 
the fact that prices are to be advanced roc. on oils ard 20c. on 
mustards January 2. Few packers are in position to accept 


additional orders for spot stock and are reluctant sellers in view 
of the prospective advance. Hupson. 


CALIFORNIA LETTER. 


SAN Francisco, CAL., Dec. 7, 1906. 

As might be expected, the situation here in the canned 
goods line shows no features of particular interest. As stated 
in my telegram of a few days ago, the rains which fell at that 
time effectually ended the fruit and vegetable packing activities 
of the State until next season; or until the asparagus packers get 
into actiou. 

With reference to the latter, it is said that the prospects for 


the 1907 pack are not at all encouraging owing to the results of 
last year’s floods. I expect to have more definite information on 
the subject by this time next week, and if so, will advise you 
accordingly. 

The California Fruit Canners Association report that they 
will deliver all of their tomato orders in full; and still retain a 
few thousand cases of 2% lb. standards which they quote at 90 
cents f. o. b. cannery. Other canners are not all so fortunate. 

California should prove a very renumerative territory next 
spring for manufacturers of cannery equipment owing to the 
projected construction of several new plants in this City and in 
other parts of the State. : 

It would do your heart good to see what wonderful progress 
our citizens are making in their task of reconstruction. We are 
leaving you Baltimore people way behind in our record of 
accomplishment for the length of time which has elapsed since 
the conflagration. A word more as to the growth of the City— 
probably no more telling figures could be given than the report 
of the school census marshall, and I therefore sais from a 
newspaper clipping the following : 

‘*School Director L. F. Walsh says that the increase in the 
attendance in the public schools has been almost phenominal, 
and that the average daily attendance has now reached 30,000, 
or within 6000 of what it was last year. Despite the fact that 
the board has been busy all year putting up new buildings, there 
is not yet sufficient room to accommodate all the pupils, and in 
some localities it is necessary to restrict the children to half-day 
sessions. 

The rapid incredse in the attendance in the schools has 
exceeded all expectations and is considered by the members of 
the board to be positive proof that San Francisco will not only 
soon be as large as it was previous to the fire, but will rapidly 
exceed in population what it has been at any previous time in 
its history. CALIFORNIAN.

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jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 


Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 


The demand remains light, as the inventory is expected to find the 
wholesale warerooms barer than at other seasons, and the time for taking 
the inventory is drawing near. Tomatoes strengthen as the nights 
lengthen, and this may be almost said of the market generally. Supplies 
of tomatoes in Southern canneries are said to be small. No. 2s and gal- 
lons are particularly scarce and firm in tone. A pointer that should carry 
weight as an evidence of the healthy condition of the tomato market is 
the inquiry for futures soearly. The canners do not seem to be anxious to 
do business at this time, and no business is reported outside of the orders 
booked by some of the Baltimore brokers at 8oc. f. o. b. for No. 3s and 6oc. 
f, o. b. for No. 2s. No. 3s of 1906 packing are generally held at 92%c. 
f. o. b., some holders asking 95c. For 1905 packing 95c. is asked by some 
holders. Corn is slow, the only business being in low-grade packs. The 
Maine pack is now reported to be 800,000 cans smaller than the 1905 pack 
in the State. Beans are quiet and generally firm. Teas are inquired for, 
but the absence of cheap stock restricts business. Gallon apples are scarce 
and firm. Other fruits are quiet. Salmon is about as we last reported. 
Domestic sardines are strong in tone. An early advance is expected to be 
made at Eastport soon.—Merchants’ Review. 


Philadelphia. 


Tomatoes are feeling firmer. There are still a few old goods about at 
goc. and some have been even sold during the week in Philadelphia at that 
price, butthesupply is very low. The Syndicate, which controls the balance 
of the old goods, has announced that it will hold the remainder of its 
stock for $1.00. The stock of new-packed tomatoes seems very small in 
first hands, and packers are getting firmer in their ideas. The market 
ranges from goc. to 92'%c. at the factory. A few packers have named 
prices on 1907 tomatoes—6oc. for 2s and Soc. for 3s. This is an equitable 
price, but thdre is no business doing as yet. Corn is dead and dull. The 


market is weak. Some packers are after orders for future corn at about 
last year’s price. Peas are quiet on spot, but there is an active demand for 
futures at a price slightly above last year’s opening. Spot peas are scarce 
and firm. Apples are firm and in moderate demand. Peaches are un- 
changed and quiet, the supply being very low. California canned goods 
are unchanged in first hands. Deliveries are unsatisfactorily slow, owing 
to the scarcity of cars. The Baltimore general line is unchanged.—Grocery 
World. 


Chicago. 


Canned tomatoes are in good demand for this time of the year on an 
extremely firm market. It is admitted on all sides that the pack this year 
was at least one and one-half times as large as in 1905, yet the market now 
is very strong, and canners claim that they have very little stock left 
unsold. The outlook seems for a firm and possibly higher tomato market. 
Corn is-unchanged in price, holdings steady and at former range. Peas are 
scarce and probably will go still higher between now and spring. It is 
almost impossible to buy from first hands a fairly good supply at anything 
like a low price. Gallon apples have been a feature of the situation of 
late. The pack this year does not appear to have been large and the 
market at present is firm, with an advancing tendency. All kinds of 
canned fruits, however, are firm. Peaches, pears and apricots are all going 
steadily into consumption, with supplies getting into small compass. The 
canned fruit market is strong, with an upward tendency. Canned spinach 
is reported a light pack and the market in consequence is firm. Canned 
pumpkin is higher at this time of the year than for several seasons past. 
Domestic and imported sardines are both very firm. The Maine sardine 
packing season closed last week with the poorest results in many years. 
The pack is estimated at 900,000 to 1,000,000 cases, which is extremely 
small, as judged by the last several seasons. Packers do not care to sell 
what goods they own, believing higher prices will later be offered. Canned 
salmon is selling at a seasonable rate and the market is firm, particularly 
on the lower grades, which are relatively more scarce than the higher 
qualities. Cove oysters are firm and in demand. Canned lobster is firm 
at unchanged prices.—Grocers’ Criterion. 


Montreal, Can. 


Last deliveries of canned goods are being made in Montreal, although 
it is expected that it will be some time before all jobbers have received full 
supplies. Lots coming in are more or less large in quantity, but do not 
begin to satisfy the wants of the retail grocers in all parts of the country.

Grocer. 

London, England. 

Salmon.—There is little of interest to note in this market, but the tone 
remains very firm, The Stentor has arrived at Liverpool with 600 cases. 
Lobsters remain scarce and the position continues a very strong one, Sar- 
dines continue in good demand for the time of the year and prices are very 
firm. No better reports of the fishing are to hand, and high prices are 
asked on the other side. Amongst recent arrivals are the Lisbon, with 1,174 
cases; the Lista, with 1,682 cases; the S. Malo, to Newhaven, with 1,202 
cases; the La Rochelle, to Liverpool, with 2,501 cases, and the Tasso, to 
Hull, with 847 cases. Meats.—Business in these continues to improve, and 
the market maintains a steady tone. Fruits are quiet, but firm. Pines 
continue to go off well, and prices remain steady. 

Liverpool, England. 

There has been a steady inquiry for canned goods during this week 
in most departments. Salmon.—The demand for finest grades of salmon 
continues very good, with rather more inquiry for best quality in tall tins. 
Alaska keeps rather slow at late quotations. Sardines.—There is more 
business passing on the spot, probably in view of the anticipation that 
prices will be sure to advance in a short time because of the great scarcity 
of good grocery quarters, Fruits.—Apricots keep very strong, with good 
inquiry. Pears and peaches quieter, but very steady. Pineapples at pres- 
ent range of prices show what looks like a good investment, as they are 
considerably below the limits ruling for some years past. The demand is 
very good for the time of the year. Tomatoes.—These have advanced in 
price, and new goods are just beginning tocome in. There isa scarcity of 
tomatoes on the spot.—Gvocers' Gazette. 


Correspondence. 


BALTIMORE, MD., Dec. 10, 1906. 
Dear Sirs.—As anticipated, the activity in tomatoes continued through- 
out the week, and the market closed strong today, with a tendency toward 
a higher level of prices for all grades and sizes, especially for No. 3 stand- 
ards. The stocks held by country packers are smaller than usual at this 
time in the season, and there are no individual holders of large quantities 


among the packers of this city. If the activity and strength in the market 
extends into January, purchases made at today’s prices will be profitable to 
the buyers. Nospeculative buying is apparent. Everything goes right 
out to fill immediate wants. 

We are already receiving inquiries for ‘‘future’’ tomatoes, which is 
earlier than usual. Up to this time not one of our packers has made any 
prices on any tomatoes for 1907 delivery, and they do not show any dispo- 
sition to do so, excepting at prices enough above buyers’ views to prevent 
any actual business in them. The cost of empty cans, solder and labor are 
higher, and the growers decline to make any contracts with the canners 
for next season’s crop at the old prices, but it is a little bit too early yet to 
figure on those items satisfactorily. It may be time enough after the holi- 
days to take up the question of buying ‘‘ future ’’ tomatoes. 

Outside of the usual everyday demand for assorted jobbing lots of 
vegetables, there was but little done during the week, and orders for 
straight carload lots of any kind of vegetables were scarce. excepting for 
tomatoes, and there are no changes of consequence to note in any of them. 
The stocks of peas held here are remarkably small. New spinach is strong 
and string beans, baked beans, kraut and sweet potatoes are all firm. 

The stocks of fruits held here are so small that they give the holders 
no concern, and that applies to every article in the line, excepting new 
pears and apples, the season for which has just ended here. The buying of 
those two articles has been fully up to the expectations of the packers and 
they are considered to be good property. 

No change is noticeable in the cove oyster situation. The packing 
continues light because of the remarkable scarcity of the raw stock for can- 
ning purpos and the high cost of it. No relief is yet in sight.

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place orders of any great magnitude for shipment after January Ist without 
paying a premium of 2%c. to 5c. per dozen. All holders seem to be of the 
one opinion, that a dollar and better must be realized after the turn of the 
year. 

Regarding Future Tomatoes.—Some very reliable advices indicate the 
possibility of some few sales having been made at 77%c. and 8oc. for 3s 
and 57%c. and 6oc. for 2s. If a Moses was ever needed in the packing 
business, two are needed now if such is the case; the sheriff is already 
busy and it looks like his future will be assured. The label problem was a 
nightmare last year, the growers’ unstability as to living up to contracts 
another nightmare, and with indications of even worse possibilities the 
coming season, it is a leap into the unknown to accept future business at so 
early a date before the conditions aforesaid are better solved and the cost 
price of cans, cases and solder for the season of 1907 is still unannounced, 
except assurances that the possibilities are that cases will be at least Ic. 
higher and cans 20c. per hundred more than last year.

To Increase Consumption of Canned Corn. 


Mr. E. W. Branch, manager of the Marengo Canning Co., 
Marengo, Iowa, writes THE TRADE an interesting letter regard- 
ing the corn situation, and gives some timely advice. 

MARENGO, IowaA, Dec. 6, 1906. 
EDITOR THE TRADE: 

We read and hear a great deal about the necessity of creating a for- 
eign demand for canned corn and of the probable demand for this article 
in other countries, but we are of the opinion that the greatest field for the 
increase of consumption is right here, at home. 

It is not unreasonable to suppose that an average family of five would 
consume two cases of corn in a year’s time, providing all corn marketed 
was of a quality to please and satisfy. 

If consumption could be brought up to this rate among our sixteen 
million families here in our own country, the actual demand would be 
twice this country’s present corn packing capacity, or, in other words, the 
unprecedented packs of 1905 and 1906 would be from five to seven million 
cases short of enough to supply one year’s demands. 

But how can this increase of consumption be brought about? 

Here's the answer: 

A combined effort on the part of packers, brokers, wholesale and retail 
grocers to place before the consumer nothing but the best quality of corn, 


such as will please and satisfy him. Only in this way can consumption be 
permanently increased. A low price alone cannot do it. 

It is QUALITY, and QUALITY ALONE, that should be the watch- 
word. Packers, pack only what you can pack perfectly, for in the quality, 
not in the quantity, lies the true safety of our industry and the permanent 
increase of our profit account. 

Grocers, refuse to handle anything but the best quality of corn; turn a 
deaf ear to offerings at or below the cost of ‘production, for. such offerings, 
generally speaking, are earmarks of inferiority. 

Let quality ALONE decide the purchase of corn. 

After a thorough canvass of the wholesale grocery trade west of the 
Mississippi and from reports from the Territories tributary to every job- 
bing center in the West, we are strongly of the opinion that, notwithstand- 
ing the low price of corn in comparison with all other lines of staple 
groceries, the general consumptive demand is likely to decrease unless the 
poor grades of corn are kept strictly off the market. 

We believe that the packers in general have realized the importance of 
quality in their 1906 pack, but the packer cannot reach the consumer. 

It is up to the canned goods buyers to recognize not only the NECES.- 
SITY, but what appears to us as a clearly defined PROFESSIONAL 
HONOR involved in clearing the canned corn market of anything but 
goods of a quality which will have influence to increase, rather than 
decrease, the consumptive demand. 

The sale of futures we consider one of the most potent factors, not 
only causing overproduction, but tending to place a premium on quantity 
at the jeopardy and expense of consumption increasing quality. 

It seems that with a total of about twenty-five million cases to go into 


consumption within two years the sale of futures in 1907 is unnecessary 
and unwarranted. 

Corn packers, is it not unwise to stuff and force the market with your 
present stock of ‘‘ spots’’ at unremunerative prices, in order to again be in 
a position to produce more than the demand warrants? 

Hold your “‘spots,’’ refrain from selling futures, pack in the coming 
year only such an amount as you can store and of a quality which will 
increase consumptive demand. 

Such a policy will place our industry again on a paying basis not only 
for us, but our customers, the grocery trade. 

Do not resort to praying for a crop failure to increase the value of our 
product, for that may come without petition; then, brother packer, you 
who have held your ‘‘ spots’? may reap the benefits, and you who have sold 
no futures will be free to sell your product at a price which the rules of 
demand and supply warrant.

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Utilization of Alcohol. 


Denatured Product From Currants in Greece. 


Consul-General George Horton writes from Athens that the 
Greek Wine and Spirits Company, organized for the purpose of 
utilizing and consuming the Corinthian currants, the principal 
agricultural product of Greece, is making satisfactory progress 
in its efforts to dispose of the crude alcohol distilled from 
currants. 

They have opened a permanent exhibition in Athens, where their 
lamps, stoves, etc., may be seen and purchased, and they have established 
depots of denatured alcohol at many convenient points in Athens and other 
parts of Greece. The alcohol is sold in tins of 5 okes and up at 8o lepta 
the oke. (One oke equal to 0.3513 gallon; $1 equal to 5.5 drachmas; 100 
leptas equal 1 drachma.) A portable heating stove which they have on 
exhibition, which really throws out enough heat to warm a room I2 x 
24 feet, consumes about 1% okes in twelve hours. Lamps of from 24 to 32 
candlepower can be kept lighted at an expense of from 4 to 6 lepta the 
hour. The company has in stock lamps of from 12 to 1,500 candlepower. 

There has been no opportunity to put the portable stoves to a practical 
test as yet, as the supply has only recently been received and the cold 
weather has not yet come on. The lamps are being sold, however, and are 
giving great satisfaction. They are fitted with mantles and give an ex- 
tremely bright light. 4 

A recent editorial in /’Econmiste d’Orient predicts that denatured 
alcohol will take the place of petroleum for lighting purposes in Greece, 
rather than gas, electricity, gasoline or acetylene, the use of which is con- 
fined to the principal cities. The same editorial calls attention to the fact 
that the tax on petroleum constitutes one of the principal sources of revenue 
for the payment of the public debt, and it predicts that the international 
control will be compelled to put a tax on denatured alcohol to reimburse 
itself in case the latter should largely take the place of petroleum.

Canada. 

Exeter, Ont., Can.—Exeter, Huron county, Ont., is situated 16 miles 
from the southeastern shores of Lake Huron, in the ‘‘Garden of Canada,” 
where vegetables and fruits of superior flavor growin abundance. Here'a 
canning factory has just been organized with a capital of $40,000 to do gen- 
eral packing business. The stock has been floated and work on the build- 
ing has commenced. The name of the concern is the Exeter Canning and 
Preserving Co., Limited. The directors have secured the services of Mr. 
Davis Gardiner, an experienced processor, who is taking charge of the 
erection of the buildings, the arrangements of the plant, etc. A general 
line of machinery will be purchased and installed this winter so as to be 
ready for the packs of early spring. The town gives the company a loan of 
$10,000 without interest for eleven years. So far only $25,000 has been 
placed on the market; this has been sold, giving the company a cash capital 
of $35,000, which leaves a reserve of unsold stock of $15,000. The company 
bids fair to make a good record next season.

It is not so often so large or so complete a canning plant is offered for 
sale at auction as is that of Kidwell Bros.’ Co. of Baltimore. This was one 
of Baltimore’s large canning firms until its failure this fall, and the sale of 
their plant, therefore, offers a big opportunity to anyone in need of machin- 
ery or supplies.

Besides the canning plant, there is a well-equipped canmaking plant to 
be sold with it. There are many fine machines in this, as in the canning 
plant, and as they have to be sold, the: opportunity should be realized.

INCREASING THE CONSUMPTION OF CANNED 
CORN. 


We publish in this issue in our correspondence a letter from 
the able manager of the Marengo Canning Company, of Ma- 
rengo, Iowa, upon the very interesting subject of canned corn 
and what is needed to increase the consumption of it. The 
communication from Mr. Branch is so excellent that we would 
like all packers vo read it, as it shows, in the first place, that 
the present slump in prices of corn is teaching its lesson to every 
corn packer, and we are glad to have them express their opinions 
through THE TRADE. 

We will say in advance, however, that the general tone of 
the letter shows that the writer, whose location is in the greatest 
corn canning section of the Northwest, is in the situation of 
most all corn packers. They do not appear to be aware that 
the question expressed upon herein has been before the canned 
goods industry for many long years. 

In respect to the first paragraph of his letter, we have to 
agree with him that the greatest field for the increase in the 
consumption of canned corn is right here at home. It should 
be recognized that Europe is not at all in the line of canned 
goods consumers in a general way. Canned goods may be ‘con- 
sidered as a republican dish; it is distinctly a preparation for the 
public especially, but to use it the public must have a little 
more than sufficient to supply absolute necessities. A thought 
of this kind, if investigated, will tell better than anything else 
how much superior America is as a place.to live in than any 
civilized place on earth. Year after vear Europe is improving 
jin its sense of living; year after year the common people there 
are doing a little better than they previously did, and eventually 
they will have come to the point of recognizing and believing 


that they have as much right to the good things of this world- 


as the titled people of the earth. But it is not yet so over there,

and it will have to become so before the demand for canned 
foods is as it is in America. 

Efforts have been made to introduce canned corn into the 
European markets. Years ago wealthy packers shipped car- 
goes of canned corn and tomatoes to the English market as 
offering the best field for the introduction of them, but, al- 
though the effort was made persistently and without first ex- 
pectation of proffts, after a trial of several years it proved a 
failure. Because a market cannot be made for a thing that the 
people will not buy. It was in the first place a novelty for 
them, and in the second place, it was an extra expense to them; ' 
in the third place, to obtain it they would have to forego some- 


. thing which was reckoned as a necessity. Summed up in plain 


words, they could not afford it. For this reason the attempt 
was dropped. Since that time the market for canned corn in 
America has much more than doubled; in fact, it is increasing 
always; but we mention these facts merely to indorse what our ~ 
correspondent has said. 

His presumption, that an average family of five could easily 
consume two cases of corn in a year, is perfectly reasonable, and 
his following out the idea that our 80,000,000 of population 
wiil furnish 16,000,000 of such families is in the method of 
regular calculation. We presume that our population is running 
now onto nearly 90,000,000, and we will maintain, as he prob- 
ably did, the market for canned corn at home should be in- 
creasing much more rapidly than it is. If the consumption were 
brought up to this rate, 32,000,000 cases of canned corn per 
annum would be the production aud consumption which would 
vastly increase the importance of the business; and there is no 
reason that it should not occur. But there is reason to doubt 
the ability to bring it up to that standard. 

Paragraph four asks how can this increased consumption be 
brought about, and the answer is given in paragraph five. We 
believe, however, just here a little, just a little, calculation is 
wrong in his argument. We do not doubt that he is right in 
his proposition, that a perfect quality of corn would largely 
increase the consumption; but it will take a long time for that 
increase to come, a much longer time than we think the pack- 
ing community will agree to wait. It is true that a low price 
alone cannot do it, but it is positively true that there will be 
more difficulty in eliminating prehensile jobbers than there will 
be in overcoming the grabbing nature of the packers. Yet we 
may be doing an injustice, but we feel convinced that the call 
for poor goods is more the fault of the distributors than of the 
packers. We do not expect wonders nor miracles; but until the 
jobber is willing to pay the packer at least cost price for his 
goods and to give him the credit of his own name on his goods, 
both of these items have to be marked as against the probabili- 
ties of securing goods even in the simplest way. It matters not 
how low the packer may be willing to sell his goods, the jobber 
still wants the price a little lower, and where competition is so 
keen, as it now is in all lines of trade, it is always possible to 
find some man who will listen to the plea, ‘‘ We don’t care 
what you put into the can so that we can get it a little lower 
than the market.’’ Inthis respect we believe a strictly enforced 
Pure Food Law will do more to prevent the securing and dis- 
tributing of poor quality goods than anything else; because we 
believe, in fact, we have evidence that the people are willing to 
pay more for good goods than to save on cheap ones. We have 
seen it illustrated on one of the thoroughfares of Philadelphia, 
where a great retail grocery house, in an extremely busy section, 
made two piles of tomatoes, stacked up like pyramids. On one 
pile they had a placard roc. per can, and on the other 8c., and 
the roc. pile. was sold out long before the other. No argument 
that can be given can be better than that. The people instinct- 
ively believe that the higher price speaks for higher grade goods, 
and they want the better all the time: 

The packer is likewise aware that the best goods cannot be 
packed for the least money; it must also be understood that dif- 
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fering prices regarding corn must prevail. The more -the fine

It will take two or three years to relieve the corn market of 
its load, and we hope none of our readers will blame us for tak- 
ing this as our belief, but at present we evidently have too many 
corn packers, and it is necessary for some of them to recognize 
that they have overdone the market. We wish to emphasize the 
belief, that corn well canned is as good five years after it is put 
up as it is the first year, and probably as good ten years after it 
is put up; so that there is more profit in storing their corn than 
in packing a fresh lot. In other words, we do not wish to seem 


pessimistic, but the corn situation will have to cure itself of the 


overload and it will do it surely in the course of time. 


Seope and Purpose of Food-Inspection Decisions. 


Regulations Advisory, Not Mandatory. 


From the tenor of many inquiries received in this Depart- 
ment, it appears that many persons suppose that the answers to 
inquiries addressed to this Department, either in letters or in 
published decisions, have the force and effect of the rules and 
regulations for the enforcement of the food and drugs act of 
June 30, 1906. The following are illustrations of the inquiries 
received by this Department: ' 

“Must we stamp- all goods as conforming to the drug and food law 
whether they have alcohol and narcotics therein or not? ‘i 

‘On a brand of salad oil, which is a winter strain cottonseed oil, can it 
be sold under the brand of salad oil, or must it state that it is cotton- 

It seems highly desirable that an erroneous opinion of this kind should 
be corrected. The opinions or decisions of this Department do not add 
anything to the rules and regulations nor take anything away from them. 
They, therefore, are not to be considered in the light of rules and regula 
tions. On the other hand, the decisions and opinions reterred to express 
the attitude of this Department in relation to the interpretation of the law 


and the rules and regulations, and they are published for the information — 


of the officials of this Department who may be charged with the execution 
of the law and especially to acquaint manufacturers, jobbers and dealers 
with the attitude of this Department in these matters. They are, there- 
fore, issued more in an advisory than in a mandatory spirit It is clear 
that if the manufacturers, jobbers and dealers interpret the rules and regu- 
lations in the same manner as they are interpreted by this Department and 
follow that intepretation in their business transactions, no prosecutions 
will lie against them. It needs no argument to show that the Secretary of | 
Agriculture must himself come to a decision in every case before a prose- 
cution can be initiated, since it is on his report that the district attorney is 
to begin a prosecrtion for the enforcement of the provisions of this Act. 

In so far as possible it is advisable that the opinions of this Department 
respecting the questions which arise may be published. It may often occur 
that the opinion of this Department is not that of the manufacturer, jobber 
or dealer In this case there is no obligation resting upon the manufact- 
urer, jobber or dealer to follow the line of procedure marked out or indi- . 
cated by the opinion of this Department. Each one is entitled to his own 
opinion and interpretation and to assume the responsibility of acting in 
harmony therewith. 

It may be proper to add that in reaching opinions and decisions on 
these cases the Department keeps constantly in view the two great pur- 
poses of the food and drugs act, namely, to prevent misbranding and to 
prohibit adulteration, From the tenor of the correspondence received at 
this Department and from the oral hearings which have been held, it is 
evident that an overwhelming majority of the manufacturers, jobbers and 
dealers of this country are determined to do their utmost to conform to the 
provisions of the Act, to support it in every particular and to accede to the 
opinions of this Department respecting its construction. It is hoped, 
therefore, that the publication of the opinions and decisions of the Depart- 
ment will lead to the avoidance of litigation which might arise due to de- 
cisions which may le reached by this Department indicating violations of 
the Act, violations which would not have occnrred had the opinions and de- 
cisions of the Department been brought to the attention of the offender.

DISCOLORATION IN CANNED CORN—METHOD THAT 
PREVENTS IT. 


The following is an extract from a communication 
received by the Sprague Canning Machinery Co. from 
Prof. Duckwall, while he was at Onarga, IIl., inspect- 
ing the processing of corn with the Polk Agitating 
System: 

“Unless the process on pure corn is cut down to at 
least 35 minutes at 250 degrees Fahrenheit it will be 
impossible to produce canned corn without discolora- 


ation, and I beg to explain this statement as follows: 


“When processing corn at 250 degrees Fahrenheit 
for 65 minutes or more the corn which lies next to the 
tin is subjected to 250 degrees Fahrenheit for such a 
long time that the proteids are disintegrated and sa/- 
phur is set free. This sulphur unites with the hydro- 
gen, which is liberated by the action of the soldering 

ux on the metal, tin and lead in the solder and body 
of the cans. Sulphur and hydrogen for sulphuretted 
hydrogen, H,S. This is the gas made and used in 
all laboratories for precipitating metallic salts, such as 
tin, lead, iron, etc. Thése metallic salts are of vari- 
ous colors, black, brown and pinkish purple. Conse- 
quently the corn will become discolored in proportion 
to the amount of metallic salts precipitated and this 
phenomenon cannot be avoided by any known means 
where H,S is formed in the presence of metals in 
solution. Now, the ordinary tin can has considerable 
solder on the inside of the can, both in the crease at 
the top and bottom and also along the side seam. In 
proportion to the amount of lead exposed will be the 
discoloration of the corn. Therefore, until a can is 
made which shall be soldered entirely on the outside, 
or with a solder practically free from lead, it will be 
impossible to can corn without bleaching or chemical 
agents now prohibited by law. 

“T find that the agitating system overcomes the 
difficulty entirely. 

“In this system you are constantly shaking the 
corn away from the tin. No part of the contents is ex- 
posed to the action of 250 degrees Fahrenheit for more 
than 18 minutes, as we demonstrated by inside ther- 
mometers.. This time is not sufficient to disintegrate 
the proteid molecule—hence no sulphur is set free, 
consequently there is no formation of sulphuretted 
hydrogen, H,S, and then, of course, there is no preci 
itation of metallic salts, even though they should be 
in solution. As a matter of fact there are some metallic 
salts in solution, but since there is no HS to precipi- 
tate them, they remain.in solution and the inside of the 
can after empting is found to be just as bright as it was 
before filling. While in the case of the regular process 
the whole inside is discolored, all of which discoloration 
is taken up more or less by the corn increasing with 
age toa limct. . Yours truly,

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Brokers’ Association Notice. 


CHICAGO, ILL., Dec. 6, 1906. 
DEAR SIR: 

The committee in charge of selecting a location for holding the next 
Convention of Canners, Machinery;;Manufacturers and Brokers has se- 
lected Buffalo, N. Y. The Convention will be held the week of February 
11th, 1907, and the headquarters will be at the Iroquois Hotel. 

It is earnestly requested that all members who can do so be present, 
as matters of vital importance to the brokers all over the country will come 
up for discussion at that time, and we want a large representation of our 
Association. 

Our Association-has become one of the recognized factors in the busi- 
ness and is gaining in strength and in influence all the time. We have es- 
tablished in the minds of the canners and wholesale grocers that our ob- 
ject is to work with them for the good of all concerned and our Association 
is being consulted about all moves that concern the broker in any way. 

Within the last two years the National Wholesale Grocers Association 
has been formed and much good has resulted by concentrated effort. There 
is a movement on foot to consolidate the canners in a National Association, 
and these two with our Association comprise the marketing machinery of 
the canned goods and dried fruit industries of the country and make a 
strong combination to influence favorable legislation and bring about re- 
forms for the general good. One thing we need badly is increased mem- 


bership. The National Grocers Association represents 85% of the whole- 


sale distributors of the country. ‘Our membership should represent at least 
as large a percentage of the recognized brokers; to do this every member of 
our Association should secure at least one new member, and it is of vital in- 
terest to us all to make every effort in this direction Please make it your 
personal business to get the application of all good brokers who are not 
members and send to the Secretary at once. Matters are so shaping them- 
selves that we will need our full strength to maintain our rights and 
position. 

Two matters of importance will come up for action at the next Con- 
vention. 

First.—The National Wholesale Grocers’ Association have requested 
the canners to change the cash discount from 14% to 2%. Their reason 
for this is that they allow the retail trade 2%, and that they lost sight of 
this extra half of 1% in figuring cost. They ask the canners to adopt this 
change and add the difference to their cost of packing, etc., when prices 


are made. Thos are going to vent hard to force this ceeds, and it might 
react on the broker if the matter is not carefully watched. 

Second.—It has been proposed to have an exposition of canned goods 
products and as complete a machinery exhibit as possible, to be held at the 
same time as the Annual Conventiou. It is proposed to have the exposition 
held where the largest number of people can be attracted to it to make it 
an educational exhibit for the benefit of the wholesaler, the retailer and the 
consumer. It is proposed to allow space to every member of the Canners 
and Machinery Associations to display and demonstrate their outfit, and it 
can be arranged so that any brokers, who wish, may also be represented. 
It is believed by the best informed that such an exposition will not only 
pay for itself, but will tend to largely increase the consumption of canned 
goods. It will enable the consumer to see just how the goods are packed 
and will do away with much of the prejudice that now exists. 

Any ideas from our members regaading these two moves will be gladly 
welcomed by your officers. 

As the railroads in many cities are charging demurrage on goods left 
in their hands after forty-eight hours from notice of arrival, and as said 
roads subject the shipments to all sorts of delays, both in transit and at 
terminal points, causing the consignee much annoyance, and often loss, 
the question of reciprocal demurrage for unusual delays, either in transit 
or after arrival on the part of the railroads, is being taken up with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, by Congressmen at the request of sev- 
eral Associations, including our own. It is desired that our members 
agitate this question and keep a record of any positive cases of delay, as we 
may want such positive evidence at any time, as the matter will be fol- 
lowed up carefully and is of vital importance to us all. 

Once more it is desired to impress upon you the necessity of strength- 
ening our organization, and it is hoped that every member will bend his 
energy to that end.
